The contribution the International 
Committee on Christian Literature 
for Africa is making toward the Bri¬ 
tish Government’s program in teach¬ 
ing adult natives to read English was 
described in Toronto by the secre¬ 
tary, Miss Margaret Wrong, recently 
arrived from the headquarters in 
London. 

“Information points,” she said, 
'are set up by the British in all parts 
of the continent. Nigeria had about 
50 of these when I was last there. 
We were requested by an official to 
supply these points with our Chris- 
tion literature, even though the ma¬ 
jority of the population is Moslem.” 
Literature is also sent to natives in 
the African regiments and labor 
corps who are being educated by the 
British and need something to read, 
added Miss Wrong.

Single Men Must 
Register By March I 

Single men, required by a recent 
proclamation to register under the 
military call-up must comply with 
the order by March 1 in order to 
put themselves in good standing 
with these regulations, Mr. Fran¬ 
cis J. Lote, manager of the district 
employment, and selective service 
office, stated this week. They may 
register at employment and selec¬ 
tive service offices, or at mobiliza¬ 
tion board offices or post offices. 

Only single men who have not 
received notices to report for med¬ 
ical examination under the military 
call-up, and who were born in 1902 
and the following years up to and 
including 1923, must report, Mr. 
Lote said, pointing out that men 
who did receive their notices, and 
who as a result were medically ex¬ 
amined by personal physicians, are 
not now required to report. 

To clear up further any confus¬ 
ion about the exact definition of 
the men who must report by March 
1, Mr. Lote stated: “The term 
single man includes any man who 
was unmarried at July 15, 1940, 
whether he has since been married 
or not; also, any man who was a 
widower, or was legally separated 
or divorced at July 15, 1940, and 
who had no dependent children at 
that time, or who, if he had a de¬ 
pendent child at July 15, 1940, no 
longer has a dependent child or 
children. It further includes all 
men who have become widowers, 
or were legally separated or di¬ 
vorced since July 15, 1940, and 
who now have no child or children 
dependent on them. Any of these 
men who did not previously receive 
notice to report for medical exam¬ 
ination, must register by March 1.” 

Many men, at present in the 
Armed Forces, did not receive no¬ 
tices to report; obviously these are 
exempt from the order, Mr. Lote 
stated. 

Since the issuance of the procla¬ 
mation which requires this regis¬ 
tration by single men, twenty-three 
men have reported at the district 
employment office, located in Blair- 
more, it was stated, and twenty- 
five men have also reported 
through the post office.

NEW YORK, (CP)—Look twice, 
Mr. Furlough Bridegroom—that 
girl you’re grabbing at the altar 
may be the bride’s mother. 

It’s hard to tell them apart these 
days, says Wilma Allen, who has 
been outfitting brides and their 
mothers for 22 years. The bride’s 
mother has changed a lot in the 
last generation. She has gone 
down in weight from a size 40, 
formerly standard, to a size 16. 
Often the girl and her mother 
wear the pame size in every¬ 
thing right down to the slippers, 
which are ordered in white for the 
bride, in a (pastel tint for mother. 

Miss Allen, bridal consultant for 
one of,. Fifth Avenue’s famous 
shops, has 215 weddings “in work” 
at the moment, expects to launch 
1,000 girls in full matrimonial re¬ 
galia by the end of 1942. This is 
stepping up her “war production” 
considerably. She wrapped up and 
delivered 772 weddings in 1941. 

Same Many Ways 
Nowadays the bride and her 
mother often wear their hair in 
the same style, order identical 
hats—white for the bride, pastel 
for the mother. When the bride 
is wearing a formal white gown, 
the mother asks for a “simple 
dress such as you would show 
my daughter.” Usually it’s ashes- 
of-roses, rose-beige or melody-blue 
in color, flattering and fitted in 
style. 

The mother of today’s war bride 
is young in years, usually just 
slipping into the 40’s, because the 
brides are younger. Probably she 
was a bride herself just one war 
ago. She’s more romantic than her 
daughter, brings heirloom jewels 
to wear with the wedding gown, 
supervises the bouquet and the 
wedding picture, turns up at the 
wedding looking like the bride’s 
sister.

Visualizing a resulting high mar¬ 
ket, she persuaded two neighbor 
boys to help her with offers of 
“a good cash bonus,” and loaded 
a dozen 300-pound hogs onto a 
wagon. 

She drove the small tractor 
through sub-freezing tempera¬ 
tures and over 50 miles of hazard¬ 
ous roads, finally arriving at the 
stockyards. She anticipated she 
scored “a hit” on an extremely 
high hog market. Next morning 
she showed worried parents a 
check for $1,500.

They are also valuable as- 
providers of iron, Vitamin A and the 
B vitamins, and are one of the few 
foods which supply a small amount 
of the sunshine vitamin D. 

According to Nutrition Services, 
there is no difference in food value 
between eggs graded A, B, or C, 
though there is a difference in price 
and flavor. The lower grade and less 
expensive eggs may be used in dishes 
where other flavors predominate. 

It is important that eggs and egg 
dishes be cooked at low temperatures 
for high heat toughens the protein.

“Teeth are like wives. Neglect 
’em and you're headed for trouble,” 
declares a pamphlet entitled “Be 
Kind to Your Teeth,” just released by 
the Industrial Division of the Health! 
League of Canada for distribution 
among industrial workers. Accom-1 
panying the pamphlet is a striking j 
cartoon-style poster illustrating how 
even a toothache can cut down vital 
war production, which is available for 
use on factory notice boards at a 
nominal charge. 

“Be Kind To Your Teeth” points 
out that a decayed tooth, if neglected, 
may lead to chronic, serious, or even 
fatal illness. Such foods as candy, 
sugar cakes, pastry (the refined 
carbohydrate foods) should be used 
in strict moderation as their exces- j 
sive use contribute to dental decay, j 
On the other hand, the pamphlet ad¬ 
vises, uncooked foods such as green 
vegetables, raw fruits and dairy pro¬ 
ducts are good for the teeth. Meat 
and eggs are needed for vitamins— 
except vitamin D which is provided 
by sunlight in th^ summer. During 
the fall and winter months cod liver 
oil or other fish oil added to the diet | 
furnishes vitamin D. Exercise for 
the teeth is necessary if they are to 
be healthy, it is stated. Vigorous- 
chewing of food does the trick. | 

Proper care of the teeth, it em -1 
phasizes, includes brushing them after 
each meal, using a small toothbrush 
with well separated tufts; the use 
of dental floss or cotton thread drawn 
between the teeth to remove food j 
particles; brushing the upper teeth j 
downward and the lower teeth up¬ 
ward; brushing vigorously the top) 
surface of back teeth, and washing! 
the mouth out with clean water. J 

Periodic examinations by a careful I 
dentist are essential, it is stated. At - 
least one visit a year is necessary. - 
A good dentist will stress prevention 
—frequent cleaning of the teeth, the 
filling of small cavities, early recog¬ 
nition and treatment of infection of 
the gums.
